The H«Mpend Mr. Dodd, some) 
years ago, rendered himself ob- 
noxious by frequently preaching 
against drunkiiDest. B* was 
met one day by e party of rollick- 
ing young men, who resolved to 
take a humorous revenge by 
making him preach a sermon 
then and there on a text of their 
own selection. He remonstrated 
in vain on the unreasonableness 
of expecting him to preach with- 
out study, and in such a piece. 
They would take no denial, and 
the word Malt was given him as 
a text. A hollow tree by the 
roadside formed hie pulpit, 
Finding the young men bent on 
having a sermon, he delivered 
himself as follows : 

Belovedl Let me crave your 
attention. I am come at a short 
warning to preach a shot sermon, 
from a short text, in an unworthy 
pulpit, to a small congregation. 

Beloved, my text is Malt. I 
cannot divide it into words, it 
being tut one ; nor into syllables, 
it being but one. I must, there- 
fore, divide it into letters, which 
I find to be these four, M, A, L, 
T, 

My friends, M is Moral, A is 
allegorical, L is literal, T is 
Theological. The Moral is set 
forth to teach drunkards good 
manners; therefore M, Masters, 
A , All of you, L, Listen, T, To 
my text. 

The Allegorical is when one 
thing is spoken and another 
meant. The thing spoken of is 
Malt, the thing meant is the juice 
ot Malt, which you make your 
M, Master, A, your Apparel, L, 
yoqr Liberty, and T, your Trust. 

The Theological is according 
to the effects that it works, and 
these I find to be of two kinds ; 
first in this world, secondly, in 
the world to come. The Affects 
that it works in this world| are in 
some, M, Murder, in others, A, 
Adultery, in all, L, Looseness of 
manners, in some T. Treason. 

The effects it works in the 
world to come, are M, Misery, 
A, Anguish, L, Lamentation, and 
T, Torment, and to much lor my 
time and text. • 

I shall improve this, first, by 
way ot exhortation. M, Masters, 
A, All of you, L, Leave oft, T, 
Tippling. 

Secondly, by way of excom 
munioation ; M, Masters, A, All 
of you, L, Look for, T, Torment. 

Thirdly, by way of caution. 
Take this : a drunkard is the an- 
noyance of modesty ; the spoil ot 
civility*; the destruetion of re a 
son; the brewer's agent; , the 
alehouse's benefactor ; his wife's 
sorrow ; his children's trouble ; 
hie own shame; bis neighbor's 
scoff; the picture of a beast, and 
the monster of a man. 

The young men, pleased and 
impressed with the minister's 
ingenuity, not only thanked him, 
but profited more by his short 
and whimsical sermon than by 
any serious discourse they ever 
had heard.

Their net 
savings from their sales and sala- 
ries, exclusive of their rents, 
have been $20 a week for this 
year. Next year they can do 
better, and by the time the old- 
est of the brothers is of age they 
ought to have a comfortable lit- 
tle fortune. 

What these hoys have done 
other boys can do. The whole 
secret is steadiness, sobriety, in- 
dustry and economy. There are 
few lessons more important for 
boys than that the smallest 
amount — no matter how little it 
may be — will make a great for- 
tune if it is only saved and a man 
will live inside of it, and com- 
pound his surplus. It must have 
been discouraging to these 
youngsters when it took them a 
month to lay up $1 an i it was 
heroic in them when they laid 
this dollar up and went barefooted 
over frozen ground rather than 
use it to buy shoes with. It is 
easy, now, when they are com- 
fortably clad and housed, and 
everybody about them is com- 
fortable, and their savings 
amount ta twenty times more a 
week than they were formerly 
able to save in a month. They 
have conquered life almost be- 
fore they bave fairly entered it, 
and it they will only keep clean 
hearts and genial souls, and broad 
healthy impulses, they will not 
only be rich, but useful men. — 
Atlanta Constitution. 


is Protecting Animals From Flies. 
At this reason of the year the 
annoyance caused to animals by 
flies and mosquitoes otter 
amounts to positive agony, and 
at all times, in what is called 
good'eorn weather, it is sufficient 
to prevent the stock eating 
enongh to keep them in good 
condition. The animals will 
stand in the water or pass the 
greater part ot the day in the 
shade, rather than expose them- 
selves to the sunshine, going out 
to eat only when driven by 
h nntrer. They quickly lose flesh, 
the flow of milk shrinks, and a 
loss is incurred that cannot be 
easily made good again. At all 
times a good feed of grain is 
beneficial to stock, but it is es- 
pecially so wben flies are very 
annoying, since it will do much 
to prevent shrinkage of flesh and 
'milk. Horses and milch cows 
may be protected, in a great 
measure at least, by wiping them 
all over with a sponge dipped in 
soap suds in which a little car 
bolic acid has been mixed. Most 
satisfactory results have followed 
from sponging with soap suds 
and carbolic acid mixed. — Chica- 
go Tribune.
